LAND PATENTS TO BE ISSUED 


Will 
Be 
Given 
to 
Dakota 
Settlers 
W ithin a Short Time. 


Washington, Aug. 
16.— Settlers on 
lands 
in 
North 
and 
South 
Dakota 
which have been withdrawn by the 
president, because they are said tc 
contain coal deposits, will he able ti 
get limited patents in a short time. 
Assistant Secretary Pierce of the in 
terior department said that W . B. New­ 
man, a clerk in the general land of 
flees here, has been sent to th* Lem ­ 
mon land office to assist the local offi 
cers in getting out patents for lands 
on which proof has been offered. 
Telegrams exchanged between the 
department and congressmen from the 
Dakotas indicate that the settlers will 
lie allowed to take patents under the 
aet passed in June of this year cover­ 
ing only the surface of the land and 
leaving the coal for future disposition. 
It was said here that every effort 
will he made to see that the settlers 
receive their patents as expeditiously 
as possible and that there is no in­ 
tention to hamper the homesteaders ir 
any way.

Thomas B. Crews, an attorney of 
St. Ixniis, testified he had contracts 
with 700 freedmen or negroes who 
claim Indian blood or claim to be de­ 
scendants of former slaves or Indians.

BOYS ARE HELD FOR MURDER 


Wheat Crop Larger Than Had Been 
Expected. 


Grand Forks. N. 1)., Aug. ^.-•-Har­ 
vesting is rapidly coming to an end 
in this section of the state, only the 
late wheat and some of the very late 
oats and the flax remaining to he cut. 
Threshing operations were carried on 
quite extensively during the past week 
and will be general this week. 
Some 
of the threshers are having difficulty 
in getting enough men to make uj> full 
crews, but a large number of machines 
are now starting the season in ear­ 
nest. 
Yields generally are surprising and 
are much in excess of the estimates 
made earlier in the season. 
Tile rea­ 
son is that very few realized how well 
the heads had filled or how unusually 
long they were as compared with (he 
length of the straw. 
Not only this, 
but tile grain is exceptionally plump 
and heavy, some samples of the early 
threshing weighing 
up 
to sixty-two 
pounds to the bushel, rem arkably fine 
in color and grading up to the top 
notch. 
Some 
fields In 
this vicinity have 
yielded as high as twenty-eight bush­ 
els to the acre, but these eases are 
exceptional. 
However, much of the 
wheat that was estimated at six to 
eight bushels to the acre is giving ten 
to fourteen and even up to eighteen 
bushels.

In his rem iniscences of Mark Twain 
in Harper’s M agazine W. D. H ow ells 
tells am usingly o f the tim e when he 
and Mr. Clemens missed the anniver­ 
sary o f the battle of Concord: 
“Mark Twain cam e on to Cambridge 
in A pril is Ta. to go w ith me to the 
centennial cerem onies at Concord in 
celebration of tho battle of the minute- 
men with the British troops a hundred 
years before. 
We both had special in­ 
vitations. Including passage from Bos­ 
ton. but I said why bother to go to 
Boston when we could Just as well 
take the train for Concord at the Cam­ 
bridge station. 
Ile equally 
decided 
that it would be absurd, so we break­ 
fasted deliberately and then walked to 
Hie station, reasoning o f many things. 
as usual. 
“ When the train stopped we found 
it packed inside and out. 
People stood 
dense on the platform s of the cars. 
To our startled eyes they seem ed to 
project from the w indow s, and unless 
memory betrays me they lay strew n 
upon tile roofs like brakemen slain at 
tile j Kist o f duty. 
We remounted tho 
fam e worn steps of Porter’s station 
and began exploring North Cambridge 
for som e means of transportation over­ 
land to Concord, for we were that fat- 
on the road by which the British went 
and cam e on the day o f the battle. 
The liverym en whom w e appealed to 
received 
us. som e with com passion, 
som e with derision, but iu either m«x>d 
convinced us that we could not have 
hired a cat to attem pt our conveyance, 
much less a horse or vehicle of any 
description. 
“It was a raw. windy day. very un­ 
like the exceptionally hot April day 
when the routed redcoat*, pursued bi­ 
ttie Colonials, fled panting back to Bos­ 
ton. with ‘their tongues hanging out 
like dogs.’ but we could not take due 
com fort in the vision o f their discom ­ 
fiture. 
W e could alm ost envy them, 
for they had at least got to Concord. 
A 
sw ift procession of coaches, car­ 
riages and buggies, all going to Con­ 
cord. parsed us, Inert ami helpless, on 
the sidew alk In the peculiarly cold 
mud of North Cambridge. 
W e began 
to wonder lf we might not stop one of 
them and bribe it to take us. 
“ I felt keeuly the sham e of defeat 
and the guilt of responsibility for our 
failure, and when a gay party of stu­ 
pa! ts cam e toward us on the top of a 
tallyho, luxuriantly em pty Inside, we 
felt that our chance had com e and our 
last chance. 
He said that if I would 
-top them and tell them who I was 
they 
would gladly, perhaps proudly. 
give us passage. 
I contended that if 
with his far vaster renown tie would 
approach thorn our success would be 
assure! I. 
“ W hile we stood, lost in this ‘contest 
of civilities.’ the coach passed us. with 
gay n o t e s blown from the horns of the 
students, and then Clem ens started in 
pursuit, encouraged w ith shouts from 
the merry party, who could not Im­ 
agine who was trying to run them 
down, to a rivalry of speed. 
The un­ 
equal match could end only in one 
way. and I am glad I cannot recall 
what he said when he cam e back to 
me 
Since then I have often wondered 
it the grief which would have wrung 
those blithe young hearts if they could 
•lave known that they m ight have had 
the company of Mark I wain to Con- 
•ord that day and did not. 
• We hung about unavailingly in the 
bitter wind aw hile longer and then 
slow ly, very slow ly, 
made our way 
home. 
We wished to p a s s as much 
tim e as possible in order to give prob­ 
ability to the deceit we intended to 
practice, for we could not bear to own 
ourselves Unified in cur boasted w is­ 
dom of taking tile train at Porter’s 
station and had agreed to say that we 
had been to Concord and got back 
Even after coming home to my house 
we felt that our statem ent would be 
wanting iii verisim ilitude without fur­ 
ther delay, and we crept quietly into 
my library and made up a roaring tire 
OII the hearth and thaw ed ourselves 
out in tile heat of it before we regained 
our courage for the undertaking 
With 
all these precautions we fulled, for 
when our statem ent w as imparted to 
the proposed victim she instantly pro­ 
nounced it unreliable, and we were left 
with it on our hands intact.

W indm ills are said to have been in­ 
troduced into England by the K nights 
o f St. John, who observed them in use 
am ong the Saracens in the Crusades, 
but how long they had been in ex ­ 
istence before tills it is not possible to 
ascertain. 
A water mill was built in 
Bohemia In the year TIS. for un old 
chronicler m entions it. going on to say 
that “before that tim e all tile m ills in 
Bohemia were w indm ills sot upon the 
sum mit of hills.” 
For 
hundreds 
of years 
w indm ills 
w ere nmoug the most im portant ad­ 
juncts of industry, yet they 
hardly 
changed from the rude and prim itive 
design of earliest days. 
They were 
fixed in one position, and so could only 
be worked when the wind blew from 
a certain quarter, w hile the four sails 
boasted no slats or checking apparatus 
of any kind, which must have been 
most inconvenient at times. 
Tile first idea v t arranging a mill so 
that it cou Ii I be worked “w hene’er the 
wind did blow" w as that of tethering 
an ordinary mill in the middle of a 
pond by m eans of ropes. 
W hen tile 
wind shifted the ropes were loosed 
and the mill dragged around until the 
sails were caught by the wind, and it 
w as then again tethered as before. 
Later on a great 
i, which was 
worked on the principle of a turntable, 
w as affixed to the mill. 
Not until 1500 
did Holland, the land of windm ills, 
introduce a movable dom e carrying 
the sail axle. 
The dom e ran on rollers 
and w as shifted around by means of 
tin* pole mentioned above. 
T hese an­ 
oli ut m ills w ere often of m assive build, 
boing made of brick or stone, and later 
entirely of wood.—Loudon Globe.

ly w ailing com ing apparently from the 
very surface o f the sea. 
The m ate and 
the helm sm an also beard It. but the 
form er lacked im agination, and. al­ 
though he was certainly interested, he 
nearly blow the w atch's head off when 
he ventured to suggest merm aids. 
The 
helm sm an (Xd not feel quite happy, but 
he had to stick to the wheel. 
The 
w atch w as pale with terror, but he 
kept silence ow ing to the m ate’s com ­ 
plim entary references to his courage 
and abilities. 
Slow ly the sound began 
to m ove along tile ship's side, becom­ 
ing more aud more agonized as it at>- 
proaehed.

Not unnaturally the boy w as annoyed 
aud determ ined to pay the Norwegian 
out. 
Aided by tw o other sailors, a 
w hite shirt and som e string, a very 
presentable “ghost” w as arranged in 
the foc’sle on the night the Norseman 
w as on watch.

Perhaps tne most picturesque figure 
on the old trail was the pony express 
rider. 
The overland stage proved too 
slow for mail and express in its Hight 
from the 
Missouri and Hie 
Pacific. 
True. It had cut down tho months of 
the old ox team to tw enty-five days, 
and still there w as a clam or that the 
east and west be brought closer to­ 
gether. and it w as done. 
The pony 
cut Hie tim e to ten days. 
Those w ho were personally acquaint­ 
ed w ith the fam ous pony express of 
those days could never forget the In­ 
trepid rider who braved all peril, for 
getful 
of self, 
intent 
only 
on 
the 
speedy delivery of his precious mo­ 
du la 
to the next 
hardy 
horseman. 
Hard and fast he rode over mountain 
and plain, across scorching desert and 
icy snow , through sunshine and rain, 
past friend, aw ay from foe, to the 
final 
achievem ent—the safe delivery 
of his charge. 
Forty fearless horsem en In saddle 
riding w est, as many more riding east 
—and this novel but useful enterprise 
w as in motion. 
For tw o years the 
M>ny express carried m essages o f bust 
m*ss and love across 2.000 m iles of 
w estern m ountains nnd plains, over 
a country peopled w ith a hostile rate, 
destitute o f cultivation 
or develop­ 
ment. through a region w ild, desolate 
nnd little known. 
It w as in 1859 that the pony express 
was established. 
The route, briefly 
stated, w as due w est from St. Joseph 
to Fort Kearney, up the P latte to 
Julesburg, thence, by 
Fort Laramie 
and Fort Bridger, to Snit Lake City, 
thence to Camp Floyd. Bilby valley. 
tile 
Hum boldt. Carson City. Placer­ 
ville and Folsom, to Sacram ento and 
San Francisco by boat. 
The Intention of the pony express 
w as to carry letters only and not more 
than ten pounds at .» trip. 
It w as de­ 
cided that the safest and easiest mode 
of carrying the mail w as to m ake four 
pockets, one in each corner of the mo­ 
d u la. a covering made of heavy leath­ 
er for the saddles and generally used 
by the expert Mexican and Spanish 
riders. 
The m odula w as transferred 
from pony to pony and went through 
from St. Joseph to San Francisco, the 
pockets containing the mail being lock­ 
ed aud opened only at m ilitary posts 
en route and at Salt Lake City. These 
precious letters were wrapped in oiled 
silk to protect them , but even this pre­ 
caution som etim es failed. 
Rivers had 
to be crossed; horse and rider swam 
together.—W, C. Jenkins in National 
Magazine.
